Mi mciii", '1'rxs., Dec. 1.— A reign of ter- 
ror prevail* in Cat Island, in t littenduQ 
County, Ark., some twenly-tlv.i miles be* 
low Memphis, on the Hisnisnippl river. 
Msi tni Thomas and Joe Hiiiulett, two res. 
Identa of thai naigbbxirhood, arrived in 
^tempbi* this eviiiiiu' and brought Intelli- 
geoee of an affray which uceurrod this 
morning hetwecu whiles and BaffUeS, 
which resulted In tho killing of 
two negroes mid the wounding of sov- 
crul other*. The origin of the affray 
grew out of the arre»tof the ni gn'es.who, 
It ia alleged, insulted aomo whllu women 
yesterday, 'ihoy wore to be tried this 
morning before a neirro justice of llio 
pOi.ee. Their net hud aroused the indig- 
nation of Ibo whites and about a dozen 
enrh of both races met this afternoon at 
the preliminary investigation by tho col- 
ored magistrate. As lo who started tho 
row nothing can be learned, but. In tho 
shooting Hint followed both the negroes 
under arrest were killed and two or threo 
others of ttolr friends wounded. Tho 
negroes lied, but after urming theinsoivo* 
prepared to return to tho »eeno of the con- 
II lot. They tyred at Tliomus and Hamlelt, 
who woro In n skiff, ami when laat »ce« 
Cm wi B* going In the direction of whero 
their i ouip inions bad been killed. The ne- 
groes on Cat Islaud outnumber the wblttkl 
ton lo one, and serious trouble la antlcl- 
pate I. It is nupossiblo to gather furlbur 
detull* to-night

Harper, 
Tioe president of the late Fidelity National 
Bank of Cincinnati. wa> thla mc-nlni; plared 
on trial In (be Circuit Court oX tho I'micd stales 
for tho Southern District of Ohio. Judge* Jack- 
eon and Sage 1 presiding, charged with criminal 
violation of almoat every aoctlon of the U. S. 
Revised Statutes for the government of nation- 
al banking Institutions,

District Attorney Unmet made the statement 
of Ike ease for the Government. He suggested 
that oaeh of the Jurors be furnished with s copy 
of the Indictment, which was done. Mr. Uamet 
then proceeded to state what the Government 
expects to prove. He began by reading section 
MH under which Harper was indicted. The de- 
fendant is charged with the violation of every 
term of this section. 

The District Attorney said the two general 
charges are misapplication and cmbezxlerncnt. 

They wonld farther show other specific 
charges. The various charges against Harper, 
which have been published over and over ajratn, 
were referred to by Mr. Hornet Tho misap- 
plication, he sntd. covered quite a long period, 
nut referred particularly to the year ISW. He 
claimed that Harper used Hopkins as a toot, 
and was also aided by J. W. Hoyt 
The Government promised to prove that 
Harper had discounted worthless palter or the 
Ri version Iron and Steel Works, an Insolvent 
concern; thut he raised various large sums of 
money in a criminal way. Mr. Burnet renewed 
all tho points in the case In an elaborate way. 

Major C. II . Blackburn, counsel tor Harper, 
made the statement for the defense. >.V1.uont 
the submission of a single point ft is manifest 
that tho matter presents, an Intricate oommer- 
Tnev -, u md come to the same 
himself, that It would be better to 
itter on the testimony that may be 
produced. When all was heard and all was pro- 
duced ho felt that Edward L. Harper would not 
bo found guilty of a criminal violation of the 
banking 'aws of the United States. 

Cikcimnatx. Nov. 30.— The trial of E. L. Har- 
per Is rushing along with astonishing rapidity. 
Instead of taking four weeks to settle his fato, 
it now seems that the case will go to tho Jury la 
ten daya. 

0. J. Kershaw, the Chicago broker who was 
ruined by the wheat deal, was next called. He 
testified that he had been a grain merchant for 
thirty-five years. The witness Identified three 
chock* and said they bore the Indorsement of 
bis firm; also Identified loiters of advice: wo 
drew a draft On the Fidelity hank for these 
and got tho money. Received remit- 
tances from J. W. Wllshlre: met Messrs. Hoyt, 
Wllsbirc. Dewar, Irwin, Swift and perhaps one 
or two others at American Exchange National 
Bank the lSlh of lost June; at that meeting re- 
ceived two drafts from Mr. Wllshlre and 
Mr. Hoyt. Thoy were for fino.otin each. 
They went to my credit in the American 
Exchange National Bank. The amount of wheat 
bought was 80.000.oui. some on margin, the rest 
at option. Tho wheat was never delivered to 
Wllshlre, Eekert A Co. Required 5 per Pent 
margin. Think the money received from Wll- 
ahlre, Eekert A Co. came In drafts or credits 
Issued from the Fidelity Notional Bank. Mr. 
Kershaw gave In detail from the statement of 
oecount the drafts whleh had been drawn* on 
Wllshlre, Eekert A Co. The prosecution of- 
fered In evident.- a draft for *IOu,noo.dated April 
It, Won the First National Bank ofNew York. 
Cross-examined : All the accounts opened with 
the hank was on account of Wllshlre. Eekert A 
Co. and Hoyt ; had no account with them on 
margins or wheat. Never met Mr. Harper— had 
no correspondence with him whatever. Re- 
direct: The drafts I drew were always paid. 
The Government offered In evidence tho letter 
of advice for KO).oni dated June Is. 1IW, and 
the drafts for »100.!Kij each. I gave tho letter and 
draft to the American Exchange Bank. The 
baiauce of tho money In this bank was charged 
up In losses against us. After the money .was 
deposited soma of our checks were dishonored. 

A, W. Green, 'of Irwin, Green * Co., grain 
brokers, of Chicago, was the next witness. Our 
(inn had business with J. W. Hoyt and made 
purchases of wheat for him. Can't say how 
much except that we had T.OOI.OO) bushels on 
hand June at Mny *l we had the largest 
amount Hoyt gave drafts as security for part 
payment and arranged for remainder. The 
margins went us high as 17c. but was variarjle. 
We collected the amount designed by letters of 
advice by draft from time to time as we needed 
the money. We collected all the amount indi- 
cated In tho letter of advice except the last 
Mm. (100. We got 170.000 of that Mr. Green 
referred to bis account with the Fidelity Na- 
tional Bank, which was offered In evldonce. 
The defense objected because of a mem- 
orandum at tho bottom, but this was 
scratched off. The account showed that he 
bad deposited with the Fidelity >:.:<: '1 ULi I. and 
they drew MSI.h7J.mi. The Hoyt account with 
Irwin. Green A Co. wos also offered by the Gov- 
ernment Cross-examined:. Had no transac- 
tions with the Fidelity, as such; they were all 
with Mr. Hoyt: don't know Mr. Harper. 

Joseph W. Wllshlre sworn: Am a broker la 
grain and provisions. Know E. L. Harper. Mr. 
Wllshlre Identified a bundle of checks signed by 
Wllshlre. Eekert a Co. and J. W. Wllshlre A 
Co, A ebeek dated October 13, 1888. First Na- 
tional Bank to J. W. Wllshlre or order, f I i.r, tt, 
Wllshlre. Eekert A Co., Indorsed by J. W. Wll- 
shlre was offered In evidence. Mr. Wllshlre 
testified that tbis check wns used In the Fidel- 
ity Bank, and was placed either to the credit of 
J. W. Wllshlre or Wllshlre, Eekert A Co. Was 
not presented to the bank on which it was 
drawn. ' Was placed to our credit by 
direction of E. L. Harper. Bundles of 
checks handed to witness and examined. 
They (the cheeks) were used in the way of do- 
posit in the Fidelity. I think In every case, as 
far as I can recall, they were deposited to Chi- 
cago brokers, our correspondents In Chicago, 
and taken out by them. I presume. They were 
received as deposits by Mr. Harper's Instruc- 
tions. I never deposited one without his direc- 
tion. The deposits were for margins on wheat 
on Chicago, i,'. What do you mean by that; A. 
We bad bought wheat for Mr. Harper on his 
order, and as our Chicago correspondents re- 
quired additional margin, we deposited in the 
Fidelity checks to the credit of their bank 
In Chicago. The credit waa entered upon 
bankbook. Q Then your accounts on the books 
or the Fidelity would be credited by tbe 
amounts of these cheeks? A. Yes, sir. Q. How 
did you use tbe credit* A. In nearly every case 
those amounts were deposited to the credit of 
some Chicago bouse— deposited In the Fidelity. 
There may have been ono or two exceptions 
where the depos'ts -cere in other than the Fi- 
delity, but t caw not now recall what the excep- 
tions were where we gave a certi- 
fied check on tho Fidelity, ccrtltlcd 
by the Fidelity and deposited In some 
other bank. I think that was done once 
or twice. Q. What relation did the amount 
which you hod In the Fidelity bear to the 
amount of cbecksT A- Welt there never was 
that amount there at all. The understanding 
was. when we gave these checks, that they 
were to be taken rare of by .Mr. Harper, and not 
go to the bank. Q. Upon whose suggestion waa 
the business conducted in that way! A. On Mr. 
Harper's suggestion. The examination went 
on at some length which was very damaging to 
Mr. Harper's case. 

( 'iNri .\ n a 1 1 Dec. 1.— Joseph Wllshlre was 
put ihrough a rigid cross-examination to-day by 
Ttajor Blackburn. lie testified that the ar- 
rangement regarding the deposit of those checks 
were made with Mr. Harper alone. Did not 
post books up to last transaction because we 
could no - get acconnt-sales from our Chicago 
correspot tents. Kept aoconnt with E. L. Har- 
atr as fcathcwsAto; was instructed to do so 
try Mr. Harper. He gave orders to witness to 
purchase sheat; tho limit was between aoo.noo 
aaa MMsW bushels ; there was a limitation as 
• o price. Had no Interest direct or Indirect In 
the purubase. Wllshlre. EckfirtACo.'. account 
with the Fidelity bank began in Ma-ch, IHflfl, 
and concluded the latter part of June, IW7, 
The wheat, was purchased In Chicago, and on 
future option to be delivered at a future time. 
Was paid for by checks, letters of advice and 
drafts The account with Harper in the name of 
Matbows began iu law and continued without 
Interruption until tho last of June, 1887. The 
smoaat of these transaction*, according to the 
figures. !■ tW/XO. This does not represent sit 
as* basis •»*- At tho time el agreement Har- 



per said ho would furnish the severs! sums thai 
might be needed. Did not understand that II 
was to come out of tho funds of the Fldelltj 
bank; Harper said he wonld furnish It himself. 
Knew Harper was a bank olfloer and that the 
agreement waa made In the office of tbe beak. 
The first call for money was made In the sum- 
mer of 1M6. Don't remember tbe amount Waa 
made payable to witness by chock on the Fi- 
delity made payable to witness laseaU of his firm 
because Harper preferred it so. Had no Inter- 
est In their wheat transactions save as a broker. 
The purchases of wheat were not made In the 
name of Harper but Wllshlre, Eekert A Oo. 
Never tried to negotiate a loan In Cleveland. 
Have 100 shares of fidelity stock standing In my 
name. Borrowed money to pay for the stock. 
Afterward there waa transferred to 
my name some 400 or BOO shares of 
stock by Harper to borrow money on to liquidate 
indebtedness arising out of tbe wheat purchase. 
Witness received eight promissory notos of 
BJS.onu eaeh, from ,J. V. Lewis payuble 
at different times without Interest This 
money went to Chicago. The notes 
were payable to witness, but went In to 
the wheat deal by agreement between Lewis, 
Harper and Wllshlre. Witness owed Harper 
money prior to the wheat deal, and deeded 
property on Walnut Hills to secure a loan. Tho 
aggregate of the checks drawn on the First Na- 
tional Bank of this city by witness and depos- 
ited with Harper was a little leas than WOmui. 
and on the Merchant's National Hank, about 
HS.OOD. T*"pe apwregate of the amount drawn on 
the ridellty waa »r.n,n>i. January 31, UX- 
Wllshtre drew a *'ieek for Wllshlre. Eekvrt A 
Oo. tor 117,800 on the First National Bank. On 
being asked tbe amount of their deposit there 
answered that tholr accounts varied so much 
could not say. Did not have a balH»ce of tiu.too. 
Drew the cheek knowing they h < 1 no such 
deposit there. I gave the check to Hirpcr. and 
he held it as a memorandum against me. These 
checks were given with the understanding that 
they were to be lakon rare uf by Harper, he 
kino, mg very well that I did not have that 
tmount of money, y. Well, then, explain I If 
these were all for the debt* of Harper as an In- 
dividual) why you were putting them In such a 
sacred form as la evidenced by these checks.and 
those checks drawn oa another bank in which 
you knew yon bad no money" A. Simply be- 
cause Harper suggested 1 should do so la 
order to facilitate tho getting of funds 
to Chicago. <}. Then you were know- 
ingly acting la connection with Harper tn 
tl.e obtaining of this credit? A. No. sir: I 
gave the cheeks to Harper because 1 thought he 
was abundantly able to take core of ttiem, and 
he was holding them until such a time as tho 
deal was ended; he said he would rather havo 
th<.*e checks for tho money than receipts. I 
merely looked on them as receipts. 

Eheeexer Scofleld. cashier of the First Na- 
tional Hank of New York City, with whtrh. tbe 
Fidelity had financial relations, was the next 
witness on the stand. Mr. Scofleld testified 
that he made a loan to the Fidelity on certlll- 
cutos of deposits dated April a and SB of f.tn,- 

000 each. They came to his bank, he said, ac- 
companied by letter and paper collateral. 
The letter was dated April *7 and ac- 
companied a big block of notea of Rlv- 
ersido Iron and 8tcel Company. Swift's 
Iron and Steel Works, E. L. Harper A Co., a 
Aultman A Co., Wllshlre, Eekert A Co.. Warder 
A Co., Champion Machine Company, Lee A Co., 
Warder, Bushnrll A Co., the total being some 
M-n ' i " A letter was read from Harper asking 
the First National Bank for a wider line of 
credit by discount on two more certificates of 
».' ■sin 1 1 atie reply of the bank was also read, 
giving the rotes of discount and the rates of In- 
terest on reserves. A copy of the Fidelity's 
special and general accounts wlih Mr. Beofleld's 
tank was offered In evidence, he verifying them. 
Q,. Did you collect on any of tho Fidelity collet 
emir A. Very much of It Q. What Is the 
amount of your claim against tho receiver of 
the Fidelity? A. About liaO.OTO. Crosses- 
amlnatton by Judge Wilson was very brief and 
only corroborative of examination in chief. 

W. J. Qutnlsn. cashier of tbe Chemical Na- 
tional Bank of New York, wns the next wit- 
ness called to the stand. Our bank loaned to 
Fidelity on March 2. ttoo.oon on palter collators' 
and a certificate of deposit for that amount 
dated February 28, signed by Cashier Amm' 
Baldwin and Indorsed by E. L. Harper. Hurpr 
never bad a persousl account In our bank. Ws 
received collaterals of tho Fidelity Bank June 
r. 11,000,000. All our advances to help the Ft 
dcllty pull through have been paid, and that 
bank doesn't own us a rent to-day. 

CmcrNSATl Dec. «.— Enenexer Srhofleld, 
Cashier First National Bank of New York City, 
testified that K. L. Harper had no personal ac 
count tn his bank. The Fidelity had about 
»WK,or» to Its credit February I*. Collected 
about f 100. 000 on collaterals, wfflch was applied 
to tbe payment of the loan. 

General Eugene Powell, United States Bank 
Examiner for the Southern District of the 
Bute of Ohio, testified that he examined the 
Fidelity bank March 17. 1H87. and found It In 
good condition. The aggregate cash resources 
were then B ■■■ I DH bo, mostly notes and dls 
counts. Examined the bank again on June M0. 
i--;. Soon after my arrival In the liank Har- 
per and Hopkins came In ; Baldwin was alresdy 
there. I Informed Cashier Bsldwln that I was 
present for the purpose of looking Into their af- 
fairs, expecting to make an examination. Har- 
per must have overheard me; he was close by, 
and Immediately came up and asked me to step 
aside a little from where Baldwin was. 

1 did so. He asked me If I was going 
to mako an examination. I said "yea" 
He told roe he hail written to the department, 
at Washington, stating that tbey had In some 
business ventures met with some losses, and he 
had Just received a reply to his letter, which he 
said was very friendly, and which was to the 
effect that they were Justified In having time to 
recover from legitimate losses In business. He 
showed mo the letter stating that It ought to be 
sufficient for me to pass examination. He said 
he would give me the letter as authority for 
such passage. I looked the letter over and 
told him in my opinion It was not sufficient 
and I felt bound to look further into their af- 
fairs. Then he asked me to telegraph the 
Comptroller, stating that the letter had been 
shown to me. and that tn my opinion It wan 
sufficient authority to grant them further 
time t told him I could not do It but that 1 
would consider any reply of Instructions he 
received; without positive orders to tbe contrary 
I proposed to make tbe examination. I then 
called for a statement from Cashier Baldwin as 
to the condition of the bank. By that time 
quite a number of the directors and other offi- 
cers of the bank had arrived, an 1 a considerable 
interchange of views as to the situation was go- 
ing on. Soon after that I was looking over the 
books. I had tbs book of eertincetes of deposit 
and noticed tbe last certificates of deposit that 
had boon taken off. They were three In num 
ber. There was one for M and two 
for IkYjo.ooo, making tTOo.ooo. Tbe name of 
E. L. Harper was signed on the stubs for tho 
amount but thedate was not given. Icalled out 
llriggs Bwlft President of the hank, and called 
bis attention to tho amounts on tho stubs. He 
looked at them carefully and said be had never 
seen them before: that it was a surprise to him. 
Afterward I called Mr. Harper's attention to 
them and asked for an explanation, he turned, 
shrugged his shoulders, made me no reply and 
iralked off. When I got the statement of the 
bank's condition I ssked what the Item of cash 
consisted of. and tbey made a statement as to 
what it was. It was evidences of Indebted 
nesi on the part of Wllshlre. Eekert A Co., F. 
L. Harper A Co.. Swift's Iron and Steel Works 
and J. W. Wllshlre A Co., the aggregate of 
whleh was something over II.OTO.OOn. As It 
wssn't cash. It cut down tbe resources of the 
bank Just to that extent As a result of my In- 
vestigation I notified tbe board of directors as- 
sembled, among whom waa Harper, that. In my 
opinion, so much of their resources had been 
wasted 1 considered their bank Insolvent and 
felt it my duty at the close of business that day, 
June 20. to take possession of the bank. At tbe 
close of business I accordingly took charge of 
tbe keys of the safe. 

Several of the bank clerks and bookkeepers 
were placed 'on the stand, but their testimony 
was of a nature involving the technical details 
of the business of the bunk. Mr. Ashbrook tes- 
tified that the day the bank closed E. L. Har- 
per A Oo.'s account was overdrawn K.vm. and 
Swift's Iron and Steel Works, KfgJO. 

Broker Kershaw was called, and in his testi- 
mony figured the loss In the wheat deal at the 
modest sum of 'l.ttO.nTM. 

Brlggs Srlft, President of the Fidelity Dank, 
sworn. In his testimony the witness snld that 
he did not know that a certificate ot deposit for 
1-110.000 had been Issued and forwarded to the 
f 'homlcal Bank of New York and a loan thereon 
obtained; neither did he know that •llS.qooof 
the bills discounted of the bank had been for- 
warded to the First National Bank of New 
York. Did not know that Harper was running 
the wheat deal until lately; he told mc he was 
not I -asked him If he was buying wheat; he 
always said be was not I told him It was ru- 
mored that he was, but he alwuya contra- 
dicted it
